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Olympics 
jobs boost 
for 3,000

ALMOST 3,000 local people have 
got jobs because of the London 
2012 Games. 

The royal borough is hosting a third of 
all the Olympic and Paralympic events 
and thousands of local people have been 
recruited to help with the thousands of 
expected visitors over the Games time 
period. 

The latest 180 recruits were offered 
temporary contracts last week and 
include 160 people from the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich. 

The new staff are needed to patrol and 
clean the streets, and deal with illegal 
parking. 

Thirteen additional ‘enviro-crime’ 
wardens have already been recruited, 
and an extra 17 were due to start 
yesterday (Monday, July 9) after 
finishing their training. They will be 
patrolling town streets and shopping 
centres, and issuing penalty notices for 
offences like dropping litter. 

They will also be patrolling areas 
where events are taking place including 
The 02 North Greenwich Arena as well 
as Greenwich town centere and General 
Gordon Square in Woolwich. 

As well as being there to reassure the 
public, they will also be working closely 
with the local Trading Standards

Giving pedestrians a wide berth 



I READ with interest the 
“Star” letter from Anthony 
Adams, regarding his need 
to walk with a stick due to 
arthritis. I am five years older 
than him and also suffer 
from that complaint, though 
I am lucky to have only one 
arthritic knee and symptoms 
of the disease in various 
other places. I am a motorist, 
a pedestrian and a cyclist. I 
cycle almost daily and enjoy it 
very much. However, having 
already lived a long time I very 
much wish to continue doing 
so. For this reason I cycle 
primarily on local cycle paths, 
(for which I am very grateful 
to the council) and make a 
lot of use of the excellent 
cycle networks. Some riding 


on roads is unavoidable. I 
do not wish to seem “holier 
than thou” so will admit 
there are times when I ride 
on pedestrian paths. This is 
only if (1) it is vital for safety 


reasons, and (2) if there are no 
pedestrians in sight. 

If I do happen upon one I 
am pleased to give him/her 
a wide berth or even stop or 
dismount. I often find paths, 
that go on for long distances 
at the side of major roads 
carrying fast-moving motor 
traffic, that are little used 
by walkers (or not at all) 
and it is these that provide 
comparative safety from lord 
motor car. Unless this is a 
“shared path” and signed as 
such, I am in a very slight 
danger of receiving a fine.

team to deal with unlicensed ice 
cream and hamburger sellers and 
illegal street traders who may be 
selling fake Olympic-branded goods. 

The new wardens, who speak at 
least ten languages between them, 
will wear the standard uniforms of 
town centre wardens, and provide 
cover between 8am and 10pm most 
days, plus some nights. 

New warden Virginia Wallington, 
who has lived in Abbey Wood for 17 
years said: “I was unemployed for 
four years looking after my three 
children when I saw this opportunity 
to get back into work. It’s one of 
the most interesting jobs I’ve ever 
done and it means I don’t have to sit 
in an office. It’s a once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity to be doing it during 
the Olympics. I’m delighted that 
I’m able to help Greenwich keep the 
environment clean.” 

Her colleague Eric Amegadzie, 
from West Thamesmead used to 
be a storeman for a local plastics 
company. “The company moved 
away and I took a redundancy 
package,” he said. “I was out of work 
for nine months until I began this 
job. It’s a great opportunity for me. 
I’m now fully ready for any challenge 
that comes up.” 

An extra 65 temporary parking 
officers have also been taken on, plus 
another four to provide back office 
support. They will be operating in 
the temporary controlled parking 
zones set up to protect parking for 
residents and businesses. 

Another 78 temporary refuse 
collectors and street cleaners have 
also been taken on, and all but five of 
them live locally. 

More generally locals have got jobs 
in security, catering, hospitality 
and support services such T 

as cleaning, transport and 
customer service.

Greenwich Local Labour and 
Business (GLLaB), the local labour 
scheme set up to place local people 
into local jobs and training. They’ve 
been running recruitment events 
since last August and four out of 
every five people have been offered a 
job with contractors for the Games. 

There’s nearly a fifty-fifty split 
between men and women who have 
been offered jobs, and nearly a third 
of people are under 30. 

All jobs will come to an end after 
the Games but GLLaB will be provide 
continuing support to help people 
into long-term employment. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member for 
regeneration, enterprise and skills, 
said: “It’s great news that the Games 
are creating worthwhile jobs for 
so many unemployed people living 
locally. These opportunities are just 
one of the valuable legacies of the 
Olympics and Paralympics.”

New temporary 
road dosures 


TEMPORARY changes to road 
routes have been taking place in 
the royal borough to prepare for 
all the extra traffic during the 
Olympic and Paralympic Games - 
and more are on the way. 

The London 2012 Games are set to 
affect both private and public transport 
as thousands of athletes, officials and 
visitors arrive. 

The temporary road changes have 
been drawn up by Games organisers 
LOCOG after taking account of feedback 
from residents and businesses. They 
were agreed by the royal borough after 
checking that they balanced local 
needs against the smooth running of 
the Games 

The latest changes came in at the 
weekend and included the following: 

• Closure of Charlton Way to traffic. 

• No access through Greenwich Park 
for cars, cyclists and pedestrians

The Royal Borough is urging 
residents and businesses to apply 
for their permits by this Saturday, 
July 14 to make sure they arrive 
before the new residents and 
business parking protection area 
comes into force on July 27.

FORTHCOMING changes include:

(July 15 and 16) for work on Olympic 
footbridges to Greenwich Park. It 
will be on Sunday for Romney Road 
will close on Sunday and Shooters 
Hill Road, the A2, on Monday 
between 8pm and 6am on both 
nights.

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De Lucy pupils 
cheer old girl’ 
at the Olympics 


AN unassuming young lady returned 
to her primary school last week to 
tell current pupils about another 
pressing engagement...competing in 
the London 2012 Olympic Games. 

Zoe Smith, at just 18 years of age, will 
be one of five weightlifters representing 
Team GB in the forthcoming Olympics, 
a fact that had De Lucy primary school 
children cheering their support and 
singing “Well Done!” at a special assembly 
on Tuesday, July 3. 

Zoe lives only a few yards from the school 
in Cookhill Road, Abbey Wood, and it was 
only seven years ago that she was wearing 
the school’s striking red uniform. 

Invited as part of the school’s Olympic 
Week, Zoe answered pupils’ questions, 
including how she switched to 
weightlifting from gymnastics at the age 
of 12, won an Under 17 contest six months 
later and can now lift 120 kilos - “three or 
four children” - above her head. 

She showed the excited pupils her 
Commonwealth Games bronze medal and 
the British championship trophy that 
helped her become an Olympian. 

Pupil Benita Farore told GT: “She didn’t 
look like how I expected her to be but she 
turned out to be very strong. She told us 
a lot about her life and how she became 
what she is today. 

“Zoe Smith has definitely inspired me 
and has given me a lot of confidence 
to become what I want to be.” 

Sophie Chinye said: “It was amazing 
to know that an athlete came to our 
primary school. She told us that we 
should be courageous and to persevere.” 

Osas Ogbeide added: “It was an uplifting 
sight to see Zoe Smith in our school. 
It’s hard to believe that she came to the 
same school as us. She is an inspirational 
figure and she talked to us about how 
we have to have the Olympic values.” 

Headteacher Linda Cohen told GT: “It’s 
absolutely delightful to have Zoe come 
back to our school. We are extremely 
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proud of her and wish her all the best in 
the Olympics. We will all be rooting for her. 

“She’s a fantastic inspiration to the 
children here. She’s shown what can be 
achieved and that there are no limits to 
what De Lucy children can do in their 
lives.” 

Mrs Cohen added: “It’s part of our 
message in school, especially during 
Olympics Week when all the children 
are taking part in Olympic activities. It 
also includes learning and discussing 
the importance of Olympic values from 
respect to perseverance.”

Victorian hoard 
found at ORNC 

A COLLECTION of Victorian artefacts has 
been discovered near the Painted Hall at 
the Old Royal Naval College. 

They were found in the King William 
courtyard by builders carrying out 
maintenance, and date from the late 1 9th 
century, when the naval training college 
moved into the buildings of the hospital 
for seamen. The cache includes tableware, 
crockery, glass wine, spirit and medicine 
bottles, shoes, boots, tennis balls and even 
a selection of battered bowler hats. It is 
not known why it was all put together. 

It could have been an old storage space 
that was simply forgotten about. After it 
was discovered, the find was recovered by 
Museum of London archeologists. Nigel 
Jeffries, from the museum said: "This 
extraordinary cache is made up of a range 
of objects related to leisure activities, such 
as sports and dining, the consumption of 
alcohol, including glass wine bottles and, 
items relating to health and wellbeing, 
like glass medicine bottles and phials. 

The number of empty ceramics jars in 
the cache clearly shows the owner loved 
Crosse & Blackwell jams and pickles!"

THE new cable car at North Greenwich 
took its first passengers across the 
Thames on June 28. 

The Emirates Air Line made its maiden 
‘flight’ from the terminal on Greenwich 
Peninsula to Royal Docks near the ExCel 
centre on the north shore. 

At almost 300-ft high the skyway holds 34 
gondolas and has the capacity to transport 
2,500 passengers an hour. Adult tickets 
are £3.20 one-way with an Oyster card, 
Freedom pass or travel card, £4.30 without. 

It has two speeds, carrying rush-hour 
passengers across in five minutes, slowing 
to a ten-minute crossing at other times. 

GT made the 1.1km journey with 
Greenwich residents James and Rebecca 
Thomson. James said: “It was a really 
smooth journey - it looks very steep, but 
you don’t get that feeling when you’re on 
it. The views are fantastic - 1 was too busy 
looking around to worry about the height!”

And the fact 
that you can take bikes on there for no 
extra charge is a bonus.” 

One of the first passengers to make the 
journey was Steve Folliard. He told us: 
“It’s terrific - really enjoyed it, and I got 
a Freedom discount. There were brilliant 
views. I’ve come over to see my mate in 
Charlton - he’ll be seeing a lot more of me 
now it’s easier to get across the river!” 

Hugh Brady and Katie Vale work on 
the Peninsula. Katie said: “It’s really nice 
on a sunny day like today, and it didn’t 
even seem that high.” Hugh added: “I’ll 
definitely be using it again.”

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Two food shops fined for hygiene offences 


TWO food retail premises on 
Plumstead High Street were 
found guilty of substantial 
hygiene offences at Bexley 
Magistrates Court on June 
11, following the discovery 
of major mouse infestations, 
which forced the immediate 
closure of both shops. 

Last October, environmental 
health officers found a large 
quantity of rodent-damaged 
food items on display for sale 
at Olin Food Store and Lucky 
Food & Wine, as well as 


mouse droppings throughout 
both premises. 

A large quantity of sweet 
treats had been half eaten, 
leaving many packets several 
biscuits short, and droppings 
were found among food such 
as onions and peppers. 

Both businesses were closed 
on the spot and criminal 
proceedings were initiated. 
Cllr Maureen O’Mara, cabinet 
member for community 
safety and environment, 
said: “Public health is our 


first priority, and the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich has 
a clear policy on food safety. 
We regularly inspect all food 
businesses to ensure that 
standards are maintained, 
and will seek prosecutions if 
necessary.” 

The defendants pleaded 
guilty to all charges. Mr. 
Rahman, operator of Olin 
Food Store, was fined a total 
of £1515, and both Mr. Ahilan 
and Mr. Suthagar, joint 
operators of Lucky Food & 


Wine, were each fined £1315. 
The businesses were forced 
to remain closed until 
their premises had been 
thoroughly cleaned and 
the mouse infestations 
had been brought under 
control. Frequent revisits 
have been carried out since 
to ensure conditions remain 
satisfactory.

Z OE Ayling from East Greenwich has 
raised thousands of pounds for Charlton 
Park's Riding for the Disabled group. 

She's done it by organising a sponsored 
walk around Charlton Athletic's ground at 
The Valley for the last four years. And now 
her determination to help others has been 
recognised - Zoe, 41, from Tunnel Road, 
was nominated by her husband Pat, who 
said: "Zoe has raised more than £14,000 for 
the local branch of RDA, without which it 
would have closed. Zoe is a keen runner and 
supporter of the Olympics and never asks 
for anything from anyone. She deserves the 
chance to be recognised." 

Zoe began organising the sponsored 
walks in memory of Tom Warren, a 10-year- 
old boy at her children's school, Millennium 
Primary. He had cerebral palsy and died 
from complications following an operation. 
She said: "His passions were Charlton 
Athletic and riding, so I approached his 
mum and asked what could we do. About 
40 people took part in our first walk and 
raised more than £1,000. This year, four 
years on, 100 people took part. It's a very 
nice way for people to remember Tom." 

Zoe, a practice manager for a Harley Street 
chiropractor, has already bought the torch 
she will carry, and will hang it on her wall 
at home. She said: "The feeling of being a 
torchbearer is still unreal and I'm completely 
overwhelmed and really touched by it. It's 
an amazing thing to be part of the Olympics 
and to be chosen because of my work for 
Tom. It's for him and his family as well as 
my family, and that's the really important 
thing for me." 

C YCLING enthusiast Austin Reynolds was 
nominated to be an Olympic torchbearer 
because of his inspirational commitment to 
fundraising for charities. 

The 48-year-old businessman loves to 
cycle for a good cause and has contributed 
to raising more than £2.5m in the last ten 
years. 

Dedicated Austin has raised funds for 
many charities including the BRIGHT cancer 
charity and the Ashalayam project for street 
children in India. 

Last year he cycled with a team from John 
O' Groats to Land's End and raising over 
£25,000. And this year he'll be cycling in the 
Tour de France arriving back on July 16 
- just days before he carries the torch 
through Royal Greenwich. He was 
nominated to be a torchbearer by 
footballer and charity patron 
Ray Wilkins MBE because of 
all the charitable work that 
Austin and his family have 
undertaken over the years. 

Asked how he felt about 
being a torchbearer, Austin 
said: "Fantastic! It's a great 
honour for both me and my 
family - I have booked several 
rooms in a local hotel for all 
my immediate family to share and 
celebrate the experience."

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A PARADE of tall ships and a flotilla of 
smaller vessels marks the start of Sail 
Royal Greenwich later this month. 

The 16 ships hail from all over Europe 
and will chart a course to the Cutty Sark 
on July 25. 

Organiser of SRG, Laurens Winkel told 
Scene: "The ships arrive at Woolwich 
around 1pm on the 25th before making 
their way to Greenwich with up to 100 
smaller boats. A lot of the tall ships are 
from Holland, one is Finnish, a couple 
are from Germany, and one - the Lady of 
Avenel is based right here in Greenwich. 
It was bought by the company that did 
the rigging on the Cutty Sark." 

Sail Royal Greenwich is running five 
cruises a day which are open to the 
public, which start at 10am with the last 
one leaving at 8.30pm. And there's a free 
drink in it for Greenwich Time readers. 

The cruises last for two hours and cost 
£59 for adults, £39 for children and £49 
cones. Laurens added: "The cruises go 
through the Thames Barrier, under the 
new cable car, round The 02 and past 
Canary Wharf. HMS Ocean will be there 
too, and to be part of a flotilla of 16 tall 
ships will be a real spectacle. 

"The first cruise on July 25 is a really 
special one because it's the chance to be 
part of the opening parade. Tickets are 
£159 for adults." 

The boats will be moored at Woolwich 
until August 13. 

"We chose Woolwich because of 
its maritime history and because it's 
perfect from a nautical perspective," said 
Laurens. "The first tall ship ever - Henry 
Vlll's the Great Harry was launched there, 
and tall ships need deep water and there 
are not a lot of pontoons on the Thames 
that can cater for that. We'll be putting in 
three extra pontoons as well."

Games-themed ballet hits all the right notes 

Olympian feet

THE whiff of competition 
hung in the air like smoke 
from a starting pistol as 
the UK’s top three dance 
troupes battled it out at the 
Old Royal Naval College. 

It was in the true spirit of the brief - 
Dance GB was a 2012 ballet on the theme 
of the Olympics, and the first time 
that the English, Scottish and Welsh 
companies had collaborated. Or should 
that have been ‘competed’?.. 

The English were first off the blocks 
with And the Earth Shall Bear Again, a 
dark and reflective piece comprising no 
less than 18 dancers. 

It was polished production - dry ice, 
moody lighting and serious performers. 
Set against a backdrop of pure 
blackness, the dancers came out of the 
shadows like animals from a wood. A 
heron-like mime began, before more 
and more limbs were effortlessly 
added to its gangly form. 

Yellow stage lights pinned gravitas onto 
the silhouetted dancers’ toned, measured 
movements. At its height, the large 
troupe linked as one, jumping in waves, 
moving in tandem, legs synchronised 
like a huge caterpillar. 

The link to the Games, however, was 
subtle in the extreme. 

By contrast, Wales had taken the 
Olympic theme more literally. 
Choreographer Christopher Bruce’s 
Dream was a lighter affair 
altogether. It began with a street 
party from 1948, the last time the 
Games were held in London. 

The 10 dancers were dressed 
in civvy clothes of the era, 
before they launched into 
a myriad of knees-up 
favourites, from the tug 
of war to the sack race and 
the egg and spoon race. Then 
the gloves - and the cardigans 
- came off, and the knockabout 
games ceased for the serious 
business of Olympic events. 

Set against Ravel’s Bolero, the 
humorous, playful way in which 
the dance had been assembled was 
a real joy. Boxers boxed, skaters 
skated, invisible javelins were 
hurled and footballers caressed an 
imaginary ball from boot to boot. 

Bruce’s choreography was unfussy, 
untroubled by symmetry in the 
dancers, (six women, four men, 


some tall, some small), and it was clear 
that those on the stage were having as 
much fun as we were in the audience. 

The simple message of everyday folk 
being the real champions was effective, 
uplifting, and brave. It was a concept 
that might have been overlooked as too 
obvious by directors less self-assured 
than Bruce, but it was a tonic to the 
more po-faced execution of the opener. 
The home straight was covered in a 
confident canter by the Scottish Ballet’s 
Run For It. 

The use of the human form was a 
masterclass in technical brilliance. 

There was light and shade not seen in 
such contrast in either of the previous 
two, the depth of the stage used to its 
fullest. 

A sea of aqua blue dancers washed 
across the cloudless, Mediterranean sky 
backdrop and its single plinth plucked 
from the Acropolis, before dispersing 
in perfect formation to leave only a 
two-person narrative. 

Martin Lawrance’s choreography 
injected real theatre into the 
chemistry between the pair, 
and with the backing of single, 
stabbing bass piano notes the 
tension was raised and lowered 
with the precision of an 
Omega stopwatch. 

The female lead was the 
celebrated champion here, 
held aloft, pushed and 
pulled in a skit that would 
have been familiar enough to 
have resonated with seasoned 
dance-goers and newbies alike. 

The Dance GB brief could not 
have been interpreted in three 
more different ways, and the trio 
of ballets made for a Michelin- 
starred chef’s table of tasters. 
And it was a close-run contest, 
but in a photo-finish it was 
the elegant perfection of the 
Scottish Ballet’s Run For It that 
pipped the Welsh to the gold 
medal.

Greenwich Then and Now compares 
and contrasts the old and the new with 
an array of rare photographs from 
through the ages. One of the most 
striking images is of a tall sailing ship, 
on what looks like a lake on the lawns 
of the Queen’s House. 

The ship was the Fame - a training 
vessel for the young sailors at the 
Greenwich Hospital School, before it 
moved to Suffolk in 1933. 

Each of the hardback’s 96 pages have 
a comparative view of a part of the 
borough, from the riverfront at Crane 
Street to the Tudor Barn and the dusty 
dirt road that was Plumstead High 
Street in 1882. Many of the yellowed, 
sepia-stained images have never been 
published before. 

It was author Watson who took the 
new photos, but he admitted, staging 
the present day pics was a tough task. 

“It was quite difficult to reproduce 
the images. The originals were taken 
using plate cameras with very wide 
angle lenses,” he told Scene. “I used 
an SLR, but still could not get a wide 
enough angle. On top of that, some 
shots looked like they were taken from 
a hot-air balloon - and I didn’t have 
access to one of them!” 

And many of the places he revisited 
had changed beyond recognition, 
he said. “Among the most dramatic 
changes was Combe Farm. The fields 
in the 1858 photo have been completely 
devoured by the Blackwall Tunnel 
Approach road.”

image. “Lovell’s Wharf too has completely 
transformed from the 1930s photograph,” Julian 
added. “There were cranes and boats. It was a very 
industrial riverside. Now there are rows of shrubs 
- it’s very rural-looking. The changes have been 
so quick, particularly the disappearance of the 
industrial areas.” 

The borough is a place of great contrasts, the 
historian says. 

“I remember the gas works on the peninsula - 
at night they used to look spectacular with these 


great tongues of flame poking out at night time. I 
And there ’d be the blokes coming off the shifts and 
going into the Pilot pub. And again, now, that’s all I 
trees and grass. 

“It comes and goes - either returning to nature I 
or becoming more urban. The area is a remarkable I 
patchwork.”

GROUND-BASED air 
defence systems will be 
set up at two local sites 
during the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games. 

The government 
confirmed on Tuesday 
(July 3) that Rapier missile 
launchpads will be based on 
Blackheath Common and in 
Oxleas Meadow on Shooters 
Hill. They will be among 
defence measures being 
set up at six sites around 
London while the Games 
are on. 

The systems will be in place 
by the middle of this month 
along with other defence 
equipment including Royal 
Navy helicopter carrier 
HMS Ocean, which will 
be moored in the River 
Thames at Greenwich. 

The government says the 
air defence capabilities, 
including radar and 
detection equipment as well 
as weapons, will provide 
“a powerful deterrent and 


protection against the 
threat of an attack from the 
air. Similar systems have 
been deployed at all recent 
Olympic Games.”

BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.

If you are successful 
the housing association may want to check you 
have enough income to pay the higher rent, 
whether you are working or on benefits. If you are 
currently a housing association tenant the rent you 
pay on your present home will not be affected by 
this change. 

Fixed term tenancies 

You will also notice that the tenancies for 
Affordable Housing and some other housing 
association properties may now be for a shorter 
period than the present lifetime tenancies offered 
by housing associations. The phrase Fixed term 
tenancy will be used in the adverts to identify 
these properties. The tenancy details will be 
explained to you if you are successful when you 
view the property. 

Please think about these changes when 
bidding for an Affordable housing 
property and make sure you can afford 
the home that you choose.

...and royal borough individuals strike gold too... 


IT was a plucky 13th place 
out of 33 for the royal 
borough in the London 
Youth Games after the 
finals weekend, June 
30- July 1, at the Crystal 
Palace National Sports 
Centre. 

Two gold medals came 
Greenwich’s way through 
Sabrina Sinha in the 800 metres 
- following up her national 
cross-country and London 
Mini Marathon triumphs - 
and a weightlifter called Zoe 
Smith, who will be taking part 
in another big sporting event 
later this month (Monday, 
July 30, is lift-off!). 

A great improvement came 
in the boys’ football with a 
silver medal after finishing 
20th last year, Enfield taking 
gold by virtue of a last-minute 
penalty. 

Fourteen-year-old Jack 
Mallon said: “I am pleased 
with the silver medal but 
it could have been so much 
better after reaching the final. 
A silly mistake in the final 
right at the end was what 
cost us and that is frustrating 


because we did so well to get 
there. “We came to the London 
Youth Games believing we 
could win because we had a 
lot of confidence in our squad. 
So it is just a shame that we 
couldn’t quite win the gold 
but it was my first time at 
the finals weekend so a silver 
medal isn’t too bad. I thought 
the atmosphere of the whole 
thing was great and hopefully 
I can come back next year and 
turn this silver into gold.” 

Balfour Beatty have agreed 
to support the London Youth 
Games through to at least 
2015, meaning £l.lm worth of 
funding post-2012 and a total 
contribution of £2.5m since 
2007. 

Cllr Peter Kotz, the 
royal borough’s cabinet 
member for culture and 
creative industries, said: 
“Congratulations and well 
done to all the young people 
who took part. As an Olympic 
Host Borough we have shown 
the capital how we are helping 
to nurture athletes for the 
future and we look forward to 
improving our performance 
next year.”
